In a sudden spurt of activity, the 
general assembly Thursday night made 
appreciable headway with major leg- 
islation, the house passing the general 
tax act after defeating a proposed 5 
per cent sales tax, while the senate ap- 
proved an $11,000,000 appropriation 
bill. 

Defeat of the sales tax bill came aft- 
er one of the most vehement sessions 
of the biennial assembly of the legis- 
lature. Foliowing an impassioned 
plea by Speaker EK. D. Rivers, expo- 
nent of tue measure, the lower branch 
of the assembly overwhelmingly put 
thumbs down on the proposal. he 
vote was 97 to 73. 

After poeewnne of the general tax 
bill in a late night meeting, the house 
approved another measure, to give the 
governor authority to form a clearing 
house beard composed of one repre- 
sentative from each congressional dis- 
trict, the governor, and the super- 
intendent of _ banks, 
Harris, of Richmond, 
sponsored the clearing house bill. — 

The senate shortly before midnight 
Thursday received the general tax act 
passed by the house and referred it 
1o the finance committee. Because of 
the lack of time and the great amount 
of engrossing to be done, the bill was 
received in incomplete form. It will 
be read the second time today, and 
will come up for third reading and 
passage on Saturday.

ROOSEVELT CALLS 


CN AMBASSADORS 
TO AVERT CRISS 


‘European Envoys Urged 
| To Join in Definite Cut 
in Arms To Prevent 
Race for Power.

| WASHINGTON, March 16.—(/)— 
All the influence of President Roose- 
velt and the United States govern- 
ment were thrown into a direct ap- 
peal tonight to the key nations of 
Europe to join in a definite cut in 
military strength to prevent a mad 
race of armament building. 

The chief executive threw overboard 
the usual ways of diplomacy and 


dealt directly with the ambassador 
without recourse to the state depart- 
ment. 

One after another the official en- 
voys of Great Britain, France and 
Germany strode into the presence of 
the president at the White House 
and left with the positive assurance 
that America stands stanchly be- 
hind a policy of less international 
fear and suspicion and for specific 
reductions in military power. 

Davis Named Chairman, 

Shortly before, the state depart- 
ment announced that Norman H. Da- 
vis, of Tennessee, had been named 
as chairman of the American delega- 
tion to the disarmament conference 
with the rank of ambassador. He 
will sail for Geneva probably the 
middle of next week. 

Meanwhile, in far-away Geneva, the 
whole great subject of disarmament 
had been brought to a new climax by 
a clear-cut British proposal for trim- 
ming the armaments of the world on 
land and sea and in the air. 

Many of the British proposals con- 
formed to provisions advanced nearly 
a year ago by President Hoover, 
whose disarmament views have been 
strongly indorsed by Mr. Roosevelt. 

The chief purpose of the Roosevelt 
conversations with Ambassadors Paul 
Claudel, of France, and Von Pritt- 
witz, of Germany, was understood 
to be the allaying of any fears which 
might prevent them from. subscribing 
to such a plan as that advanced by 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
to Save the disarmament conference 
from failure. Sir Ronald Lindsay, 
the British envoy, was the first to 
call and said he had laid before the 
president some information concern- 
ing the British plan. 

Disarmament Survey. 

Disarmament stood alongside of do- 
mestic matters as the dominant sub- 
jects of the day in Washington and 
was discussed in some detail with the 
president by Secretary Hull and Mr. 
Davis, who were guests at luncheon 
in the White House executive offices. 

On Capitol Hill, two of the presi- 
dent’s first three major diplomatic ap- 
pointments were approved by the sen- 
ate foreign relations committee while 
a third—that of Judge Robert W. 
Bingham, of Louisville, as ambassador 
to Great Britain—was held up until 
next week for further consideration. 
Favorably reported were Josephus 
Daniels, of North Carolina, to be am- 
bassador to Mexico .and Jesse Isidor 
Straus, of New York, as Ambassador 
to France. 

The delay in the case of Judge Bing- 
ham followed a reference by Senator 
Robinson, republican, Indiana, in a

NEW YORK, March 16.—(#)—A 
violent upsurge in cotton and wheat

Stocks cooled off a little, but the 
bond market almost duplicated yester- 
day's sweeping advance, of propor- 
tions unprecedented in recent memory. 

Mounting financial confidence, and 
high hopes that it would lead to early 
business recovery, were evident in the 
large scale buying, both of securities 
and raw staples, 

Wheat in the Chicago pit, in the 
first day of trading since March 3, 
quickly mounted the extreme limit 
permitted for a single day, of 5 cents 
a bushel, and corn shot up all it was 
allowed, 3 cents. 

Resumption of trading in the New 

York Cotton Exchange found the floor 
thronged with traders, and _ prices 
boomed .to $3.50 to $5 a bale, although 
they later subsided, to close with net 
gains of $2.55 to $3, 
_ The advance in wheat prices alone, 
it was estimated, had -added some 
$50,000,000 to potential farm  pur- 
chasing power, based on the March 1 
estimate of wheat still in the farmers’ 
hands. 

But it was a day of general ad- 
vances in raw staples. Wool top fu- 
tures at New York gained more than 
4 cents. Raw hide futures advanced 
1-10 to 1-5 of a cent. Prices in fu- 
tures markets for such staples as raw 
silk, coffee and crude rubber also 
were higher. Butter advanced 1 to 
1 1-2 cents a pound. Raw sugar. 
recent strong spot, however, slipped 
back a little. Hogs, poultry, cocoa 
and other commodities advanced. 

Bar silver, for immediate delivery, 
advanced 3-4 of a cent to 28 1-4 cents 
an ounce, and the futures market 
made some further small gains. 

Trading in the stock market swell- 
ed during the early hours to the fast-

The measure also incorporates the principal features of the 
vetoed Smith cotton bill, authorizing the government to take off 
the market the cotton stabilization surpluses 
board and other government agencies.

Amendments to $500,000,000 Measure 
Aimed To Effect Balanced Budget.

ASHINGTON, March 16.—(4)— 
Congress today gave President Roose- 
velt extraordinary powers to slash 
government expenditures and veterans’ 
gratuities a half a billion dollars, as 


the first completed move of the ex- 
tra session drive to balance the budg- 
et. 

‘Final action came in the house. By 
a tremendous vote of 373 to 19, it 
adopted senate amendments reducing 
the expected savings on veterans com- 
pensation between $10,000,000 and 
$25,000,000. 

Before approval, democratic lead- 
ers announced that the senate amend- 
ments liberalizing the provisions were 
acceptable to the president. 

The bill. however, cannot reach. 
President Koosevelt until Monday. It 
must yet be signed by Vice President 
Garner and Speaker Rainey and the 
siguing must take place while the sen- 
ate and house are in session. The! 
former adjourned today until Monday. 

During an hour of debate preceding 
the motion ot Representative McDuf- 
fie, democrat.

Acting with the dispatch that has 
come to characterize cergress in these 
Rooseveltian days, the senate adopted 
the house beer bill after reducing the 
alcoholic limitation from 3.2 per cent 
and sent the measure back to the 
other branch for consideration of 
amendments. 

House leaders planned to meet to- 
morrow and decide what should be 
done. Indications were that the house 
would oppose the senate’s changes and 
insist upon its 3.2 alcoholic per- 
centage. 

This meant the measure would go 
to conference for-a settlement of the 
and probably would 
finally be approved and sent to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt early next week. Fif- 
teen days after he signs the bill, it 
would become operative. 

The senate added an amendment to 
legalize 3.05 per cent wine and to 
prevent sale of the legalized beverages 
to persong under 16 years of age. It 
rejected a proposal that advertising 
the drinks be prohibited in dry states. 

The senate’s final vote of 43 to 
50 cut across party lines as do al} 
votes involving the prohibition laws. 
Thirty-one demecrats and 12 repub- 
lieans supported the bill, while 13 
democrats and 17 republicans op- 
posed it. 

Little more than six hours of de- 
bate was required to reach the vote. 
It was heard by crowded galleries 
that included for a few minutes Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, wife of the

Schall, republicans, and Logan, demo- | 


oosevelt’s Farm Relief Measure 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(AP) 
The text of the Roosevelt farm re- 
lief bill enue

To relieve the existing national 
economic emergency by increasing 
agricultural purchasing power. 

it enacted by the senate and 
house of representatives of the United 
States of America in congress as- 
sembled. 

That the present acute economic 
emergency being in part the conse- 
quence of a severe and increasing dis- 
parity between the prices of agricul- 
tural and other commodities, which 
disparity has largely destroyed the 
purchasing power of farmers for in- 
dustrial products, has broken down 
the orderly exchange of commodities, 
and has seriously impaired the agri- 
cultural assets supporting the national 
credit structure, it is hereby declared 
that these conditions in the basic in- 
dustry of agriculture have affected 
transactions in agricultural commodi- 
ties with a national public interest, 
have burdened and obstructed the nor- 
mal currents of commerce in such eo™- 
modities, and render imperative the 
immediate enactment of this act. 


DECLARATION OF POLICY. 

Section 2. It is hereby declared to 
be the policy of congress— 

(1) To establish and maintain such 
balance between the production and 
consumption of agricultural c*mmodi- 
ties, and such marketing conditions 
therefor, as will re-establish prices to 
farmers at a level that will give agri- 
cultural commodities a purchasing 
power with respect to articles that 
farmers buy, equivalent to the pur- 
chasing power of agricultural com- 
modities in the pre-war period, August 
1909-July 1914; and 

(2) To approach such equality of 
purchasing power by gradual correc- 
tion of the present inequalities therein 
at as rapid a rate as is deemed feasible 
in view of the current consumptive 
demand in domestic and foreign mar- 
kets. 

(3) To proteet the consumers’ in- 
terest by readjusting farm prodtction 
at such level as will not increase the 
| percentage of the consumers’ retail ex- 
'penditures for agricultural commodi- 
| ties, or products derived therefrom, 
which is returned to the farmer, above 
‘the percentage which was returned to 
the farmer in the pre-war period, Au- 
gust 1909-July 1914. 


TITLE I—COTTON OPTION 


CONTRACTS. 

Section 3. The federal farm board, 
and all departments and other agencies 
of the government are hereby di- 
rected— 

(a) To sell to the secretary of agri- 
culture at such price as may be agreed 
/upon all cotton now owned by them. 

“(b) To take such action and to 
make such settlements as are neces- 
sary in order to acquire full legal title 
to all cotton on which money has been 
loaned or advanced by any department 
or agency of the United States or held 
as collateral for loans or advances 
and to make final settlement of such 
loans and advances upon such terms 
as may be deemed advisable, in the 
judgment of the secretary and the de- 
/partment or agency involved; and to 
sell this cotton also to the secretary 
'in the same manner as is provided in 
‘the preceding paragraph hereof. 

Section 4. The secretary of agricul- 
ture shall have authority to borrow 
money upon all cotton in his pos- 
session or control and deposit as col- 
lateral for such loans the warehouse 
; receipts for such cotton. 

Section The Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation is hereby authorized 
and directed to advance money and to 
make loans to the secretary of agri- 
culture to acquire such cotton and to 
pay the carrying costs thereow, 1 
such amounts and upon such terms as 
may be agreed upon by the secretary 
and the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, with such warehouse re- 
ceipts as collateral security. 

Section 6., (a) The secretary of 
agriculture is hereby authorized and

(2) To enter into marketing agree- 
ments with processors, associations or

ties. For the purpose of carrying out 
any such agreement the parties there- 
to shall be eligible for loans from 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion under Section 5 of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation act. 
Such loans shall not be in excess of 
such amounts as may be authorized 
by the agreements and shall bear 
interest at the rate of 3 per centum 
per annum, 

(E) To issue licenses permitting 
processors, associativus of producers, 
and other agencies to engage in the 
handling, in the current of interest 
or foreign commerce, of any basic 
agricultural commodity or product 
thereof or any competitive agric™'tural 
commodity or product thereof. Such 
licenses shall be subject to such terms 
and conditions, not in conflict with

PROCESSING TAX. 


Sec. 9. (A.) To raise revenues for 
the payment of extraordinary ex- 
penditures incurred by reason of the 
national economic emergency there 
shall be levied, assessed, and collect- 
ed, during any marketing period for 
any basic agricultural commodity with 
respect to the production of which 
for such period rental or benefit pay- 
ments are made under this act, a tax 
to be paid by the processor on the 
first domestic processing of the com- 
modity, whether of domestic produc- 
tion or imported. Such tax shall, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided, equal 
the difference between the current 
average farm price for the commodity, 
and the fair exchange value of the 
commodity. Such value for any com- 
modity shall be the price therefor 
which will give the commodity the 
same purchasing power, with respect 
to articles farmers buy, as during the 
pre-war period, August, 1909-July, 
1914. The current average far: price 
and the fair exchange value shall 
be ascertained by the secretary cf 
agriculture from available statistics 
of the department of agriculture. 


(B) If the secretary, after investi- 
gation and due notice and opportunity 
for hearing to interested parties, finds 
at any time that the imposition of the 
tax at the rate hereinbefore provided 
has resulted or is likely to result in 
a substantial reduction in the quan- 
tity of the commodity or products 
thereof domesticaliy consumed, he shall 
fix such lower rate as is necessary 
to maintain or restore such domestic 
consumption. Sich rate may be re- 
vised from time to time pursuant to 
further findings under this subsection. 
In making any such finding the sec- 
retary shall give due consideration to 
the following factors among others: 

(1) Reports as to wage scales, em- 
ployment and unemployment in urban 
regions. 

(2) Changes in the consumption of 
the agricultural commodity and of 
other commodities. 

(3) Evidence derived from statis- 
tical studies of supply and demand for 
previous periods, which indicate the 
change in consumption of the com- 
modity whch weuld normally occur in 
consequence of a particular change in 
the cost to processors or consumers. 

(4) Other relevant data as to| 
changes in the cost of living of con-| 
sumers, consumers’ buying habits, and | 
current and prospective conditions in 
industry pertinent to determining the 
probable effective demand for the com- 
modity. 

(C) The secretary of agriculture 
shall certify to the secretary of the 
treasury from time to time the rate 
of tax in effect for any commodity 
under this act. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec. 10. (A) The secretary of ag- 
riculture may appoint such experts, 
and, in accordance with the classifi- 
eation act of 1923 and all acts 
amendatory thereof, and subject to the 
civil service laws, such officers and 
employes as are necessary to execute 
the functions vested in him under this 
act: Provided. that no salary in ex- 
cess of $7,500 per annum shall be 
paid to more than ten additional of- 
ficers or employes of the emergency 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion which the secretary shall estab- 
lish in the department of agriculture 
for the ndministration of the functions 
vested in him by this act. 

(B) The secretary of agriculture is 
authorized to establish, for the more 
effective administration of the func- 
tions vested in him by this act, state 
and local committees, or associations 
of producers, and to permit co-opera- 
tive associations of producers, when 
in his judgment they are qualified to 
do so, to act as agents of their mem- 
bers and patrons in connection with 
the distribution of rental or benefit 
payments. 


(C) The secretary of agriculture is | 


authorized, with the approval of the 
president, to make such regulations 
with the force and effect of law, as 
may be necessary to carry out the jorv- 
ers vested in him by this act. Any 
violation of any regulation shall be 
subject to such penalty, not in excess 
of $100. as may be provided therein. 

(D) The secretary of the treasury 
is uuthorized to make such regulations 
as may be necessary to carry cut 
the powers vested in him by this act, 
including regulations establishing con- 
version factors for any commodity and 
article processed therefrom to deter- 
mine the amount of tax or duty im- 
posed with respect thereto. 

(E) The action of any officer, em- 
ploye, or agent in determining the 
amount of and in making any rental 
or benefit payment shall not be sub- 


ject to review by any officer of the 
government other than the secretary 
of agriculture or secretary of the 
treasury. 
(F) Except as provided in section 
20, the provisions of this act shall 
be applicable to the United States and 
its possessions, except the Philippine 
Islands, the Virgin Islands. American 
Samoa and the Island of Guam. . 


COMMODITIES. 


Sec. 11. As used in this act. the’ 
term “basic agricultural commodity” | 
means wheat. eotton, corn, hogs, cat- 
tle, sheep, rice, tobacco and milk and |

thereof; but the secretary of agricul- 
ture shall exclude from the operation 
of the provisions of this act, during

APPROPRIATION. 


Sec. 12. (A) The proceeds derived 
from taxes imposed under this act 
are hereby appropriated to be avail- 
able to the secretary of agriculture 
for rental and benefit payments and 
administrative expenses including re- 
funds under this act. 


(B) The secretary of agriculture 
and the secretary of the treasury shall 
jointly estimate from time to time the 
amounts currently required for such 
payments and expenses, and the sec- 
retary of the treasury shall advance 
to the secretary of ‘ngriculture the 
amounts so estimated. The amount of 
such advance shall be deducted from 
such funds as subsequently become 
available under subsection (A).

Senator Reed, republican, Pennsy]- 
vania, contended the chief effect of 
beer was to make the drinker go to 
sleep, adding “I never heard of a 
murder being committed on beer.” 

“The kind of beer that contains 5.2 
per cent of alcohol,” he said, “does 
not often inspire men to go out anil 
commit crime. At the worst, accord- 
ing to my observation, it inspires 
them to go to sleep. I do not be- 
lieve that is what the constitutional! 
amendment was aimed at.” 


Two Defend Measure. 


Senators Walsh, democrat, Masxa- 
chusetts, and Tydings, democrat, Mary- 
land, led the defense of the meas- 
ure, with the Marylander asserting 
the eighteenth amendment did not 
gives congress the right to prohibit 
beer.

Plans are set for him to sail the 
middle of next week for Geneva, where 
efforts are being made to allay sus- 
picions in Europe sufficiently to pave 
the way for a definite disarmament 
agreement. : 

Davis and Secretary Hull were in- 
vited to lunch with President Roose- 
velt today to talk over the whole 
situation. 

Membership of the delegation which 
Davis will head has not yet been 
definitely determined. Officials said 
that it might include any of those who 
served on the delegation originally. 

The American representation at the 
beginning of the conference more than 
a year ago was headed by Secretary 
Stimson. When he was obliged to re- 
turn to the United States after a 
short time Hugh Gibson, American 
ambassador to Belgium, served in his 
place. . 

Davis, it is understood, will seek to 
use the good offices of the United 
States to allay fears and distrusts 
which have endangered accomplish- 
ments in the way of reducing armies, 
navies or air forces at this time and 
threaten the breakdown of the con- 
ference. 

Whether Davis will visit London, 
Berlin, Paris, Rome or other Euro- 
pean capitals before going to Geneva 
remains to be decided. 

The prime minister and minister of 
foreign affairs of Great Britain, al- 
ready hard at work on efforts to save 
the conference, will see Premier Mus- 
solini, of Italy, m Rome this week- 
end.

New Bus Weights — 
Ordered in Florida 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., March 16. 
(®)—The Florida railroad commission 
today announced new regulations on 
maximum gross weight limits lawful- 
ly allowed on all classes of motor ve- 
hicles operating under the jurisdiction 
of the commission. 

The following limits were set: 

Common carriers, 20,000 pounds 
plus 10 per cent overweight allow- 
ance, making 22,000 pounds (same as 
previously). 

Private contract carriers and “for 
hire” carriers, 20,000 pounds. (The 
limit was 16,000 pounds until upset 
by the court ruling.) 

The commission’s order said no sin- 
gle unit in any class of motor vehicle 
under its jurisdiction may lawfully 
carry more than 12,000 pounds of pay 
load. The limits set include the 
weight of the load and the vehicle.

ty Touch to Any Food

“What do you do with mushrooms, 
Nancy? And is it extravagant to 
buy them? They looked so fresh in 
the market today 1 couldnt resist 
them.” : 

“Well, you do all sorts of things 
with them. And while it is not ex- 
travagant to buy them’ 1 would not 
choose them if 1 were on a starvation 
diet. But they can dress up the sim- 
plest foods so that they bave a party 
air. Nowadays the hot house mush- 
rooms are big, tender, thin skinned, 
fresh and comparatively so inexpen- 
sive that I think a person is foolish 
to take a chance with self-gathered 
field mushrooms. They may be mush- 
rooms and then again they may not. 
If n it’s just too bad for the per- 
son who eats them. 

“J said a moment ago that hot 
house mushrooms were thin skinned. 
They are, and they are clean. That 
means the prolonged washing is no 
longer necessary. Dipping them into 
clean water, breaking the stem from 
the cap and setting the caps aside to 
drain gets them ready for cooking at 
ence. 


“Stems may be peeled, especially 
down at the end farthest away from 
the cap. They may be cooked in a 
small amount of water and then drain- 
el and sauted. Or they may be cut 
into small pieces, cooked in boiling 
salted water until tender and rubbed 
through a sieve. They make splendid 
body for cream of mushroom soup oF 
for mushroom broth. 

“The caps are drained, as I said 
earlier, then sauted in butter, slowly. 
They may be salted and served on 
toast which has been dipped into hot 
cream or hot water. 

“Or, after the caps have sauted— 
and I turn them them once or twice 
during the process—they may be 
cooked slowly with cream until most 
of the cream has been absorbed by 
the mushrooms. These are good in 
bread cases, patty shells or on toast. 
| Bits of green pepper may be sauted 
with them. They may be stuffed with 
dabs of deviled ham and served on the 
plank with a steak. They are good all 
sorts of ways as you can see.”

Sympathy For 
Japan. 

Mr. Winston Churchill, the brilliant 
British statesman, author and soldier, 
takes a view diametrically opposed to 
the current opinion in England on 
the far eastern dispute. Speaking at 
one of London’s big halls he said: “I 
am going to say something to you 
which is very unfashionable—a word 
of sympathy for Japan, not necessarily 
for her policy but for her position and 
difficulties. I do not think the League 
of Nations well advised to have a 
quarrel with Japan. The League has 
a great work to do in Europe. God 
forbid that it should collapse, and I 
have no patience with the penny-wise 
economies which grudge the English 
contribution to its structure. But 
when you come to the far east you 
are asking the League to attempt a 
task remote from its sphere of influ- 
ence. 

“There is no more use in affronting 
Japan than in ordering the Swiss or 
the Czecho-Slovak navies to the Yel- 
low sea. . . . I hope we in England 
shall try to understand the position of 
Japan. She is menaced by dark 
forces. . I am told we must con- 
form to American opinion. I have 
a great regard for American opinion. 
But it certainly does not lie with the 
United States, who have tied up our 
navy in the trammels of unreasonable 
treaties, to urge us to engage in a 
quarrel with an island power with 
which we may disagree, but for whom 
we have a lasting sentiment and re- 
gard.” 

As to England’s internal difficul- 
ties, Mr. Churchill pointed to Musso- 
lini as a “sign-post,” :

In every community there are old people whose happiness depends 
on the good will and compassion of their grown children. 

If they are rich enough to pay for service and have not yet made 
division of their wealth, they are seldom permitted to be lonely. Their 
senility is eccentricity and their childishness is quaint. 

But if they are wholly dependent, their helplessness seems to destroy 
all compassion. The fact of their need turns pity to indifference. They 
are nuisances because they are defenseless.

A STROLL AFTER DINNER. 

It is natural to rest for a while 
after a hearty meal. But most of us 
lead far:from natural lives. If we 
captured, grew or even earned our 
own food, it would still be healthful 
for us to doze after dinner or to stop, 
look and listen, or to chin-chin about

For young persons who work or 
play hard or get a reasonable amount 
of exercise every day, it is healthful 
to eat at bedtime, and to sleep while 
digesting the late supper, provided 
only wholesome foods are taken. In 
fact a bed-time snack, say crackers, 
bread. cookies or cake and milk, or 
some fruit if you like, or a sandwich 
or two, or just bread and butter with 
brown sugar on or off, according to 
your disposition and ambition, is 
nearly always advisable for people 
who are not already overnourished.

Severe exercise, modern physiolo- 
gists have fonnd, delays digestion. 
Tests made on normal young men who 
ran from one to four miles immedi- 
ately after the meal have uniformly 
shown this delay. 

Frances Hillebrandt and Mery! M. 
Miles (certainly women are achieving 
distinctio.. in medicine and allied seci- 
@énces these days) reported in the 
American Journal of Physiology last 
October that their studies showed that 

rotracted moderate exercise does not 
interfere with digestion. On the con- 
trary these authorities suggest that 
such moderate exercise rather im- 
proves digestion hy stimulating gen- 
eral metabolism and augmenting all 
the bodily functions.

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SECURITIES EVILS” 
TED IN REPORT 


‘Careful Consideration of 
Corrective Legislation’ 
Urged by Gray. 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(>)— 
Evidence of widespread “evils” in the 
sale of securities was cited to the sen- 
ate banking committee today by its 
former counsel, William A. Gray, in 
a report recommending “careful con- 
sideration” of corrective legislation. 

Gray said the evidence in the sen- 
ate’s stock market investigation would 


“leave no doubt” that “powerful in-’ 


terests operating on a large scale in 
a particular stock, can so manipulate 
the market and control the price of 
that stock in normal times as to ac- 
complish almost any desired result.” 

His report, made public by Chair- 
man Fletcher, made no specific rec- 
ommendations for legislation, but said 
“the. matter is undoubtedly worthy 
of the most careful consideration.” 

Findings Outlined. 

Submitted originally to former 
Chairman Norbeck, the report re- 
viewed the evidence collected by the 
committee while Gray acted as coun- 
sel. He said the evidence showed: 

Existence of pools; 

Manipulation of the market: 

_ Employment of traders to ‘“stabi- 
lize” prices; 

The use of the knowledge of a spe- 
cialist to aid those with whom he was 
asséciated ; 

Activities of brokers themselves in 
the formation of pools, and in trading 
on their own accounts; 

_ Buying and selling of stocks by of- 
ficers of corporations who had inside 
information of the affairs df the cor- 
porations and whose transactions on 
the exchange were conducted in such 
a manner as to prevent the public 
from knowing of their dealings; 

Operation of specialists on their own 
account ; 

Subsidizing of newspapermen and 
others whose business it was to dis- 
seminate information for brokerage 
houses and traders with regard to a 
particular stock in order to aid the 
market manipulations, with their serv- 
ices paid for in a substantial manner; 

Pegging of prices in order to per- 
mit issues to be sold te the public at 
a fixed price; 

_ Manipulation of the affairs of trad- 
ing corporations and investment trusts 
for the benefit of those who had the 
matter of their affairs within their 
control and to the detriment of the 
investment public. 

| Practices Scored. 

“There can be no question,” he 
said, “but what a number of the prac- 


tices which have been shown to exist $ 


are evil in their results whether or 
not they are evil in themselves.” 

Gray said it had been suggested 
that brokerage houses should not be 
permitted to buy and sell stocks in 
which they were trading for custo- 
mers because it “might and frequently 
is contrary to the interests of the cus- 
tomers whom they represent,” 

In connection with National City 
Company operations in copper stocks, 
Gray said: 

“In plain words, the National City 
bank, which was never intended to 
have the authority to gamble in 
stocks, was permitted, through a sub- 
terfuge of an affiliated company own- 
ed and controlled by the stockholders 
of the National City bank, to gamble 
in the stock market. 

“This would seem to be a dangerous 
practice which may result in a se- 
rious loss to the stockholders or the 
depositors of the bank in a manner 
which was never intended to be per- 
mitted under the laws of the United 
States with relation to national 
banks.” 

Gray criticized transactions by Wil- 
liam Fox in his own theater corpora- 
tion stocks. Pointing to losses by the 
public, he said: 

“Of course these losses were ulti- 
mately borne by the public which own- 
ed the Fox theaters stock and these 
transactions are an illustration of the 
nefarious practices which can be car- 
ried out by one who is in control of 
a corporation to his own advantage 
and profit and to the detriment of the 
publie which owns a considerable por- 
tion of the stock in the companies in 
question.”

Then he presented the plan, the 
core of which lies in concrete fig- 
ures limiting the world’s armies ard 
their equipment. 

He proposed an army of 200,000 
men for Germany, twice the -uaxi- 
mum set by the treaty of Versailles, 
and he quoted with approval the as- 
sertion of a German delegate that 
“either Germany must be given jus- 
tice and peace, or the world is going 
to destruction.” 

Under this new plan the French 
and Italian armies would be equal in 
numerical strength to the new Ger- 
man army, but France also would 
have an overseas force of 200,000 and 
Italy of 50,000. 

It would meati a reduction of about 
one-third in the strength of the French 
army. This is essentially what Presi- 
dent Hoover proposed in a_ series of 
recommendations to the arms confer- 
ence some time ago. 


British Army Unlimited. 


Mr. MacDonald suggested no limit 
for the British army. He would fix 
Austria’s total at 50,000, Hungary's 
at 60,000 and Bulgaria’s at 60,000. 

The “allies” of France would be 
given: Poland, 200,000; Rumania, 
150,000 ; Czecho-Slovakia, 100,000, and 
Jugoslavia, 100,000. 

The proposed treaty would be ef- 
fective for five years. During that 
period special international commus- 
sions would attempt conciliation and 
settlement of political problems now 
disturbing Europe. Just before’ the 
expiration of the five years there 
would be a second general arms con- 
ference. 

As for naval arms, Mr. MacDonald 
would extend the London naval treaty 
to include Italy and France, and the 
naval holiday on capital ships to all 
powers except Italy, which would be 
permitted to build one ship to balance 
the new French cruiser Dunkirk. 

His plan would free Germany legal- 
ly from the naval restrictions imposed 
by the treaty of Versailles, but actual- 
ly the German naval power would be 
fixed until 1936 at its present level. 


Aircraft Problem. 


Limitation of aircraft Mr. Mac- 
Donald found more difficult. He ad- 
mitted he had been unable to figure 
out a way to guarantee that civil air- 
craft would not be converted to war 
purposes, but such a guarantee is es- 
sential to the abolition of military 
aircraft. 

_ He suggested, therefore, numerical 
limitation and proposed these specific 
figures: 

_ Five hundred airplanes each for the 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Japan and Italy, with smaller totals 
for other countries. .No figure for 
Germany was included in the plan. 

“This is the first time anybody 
ever ventured to propose figures like 
these,” Mr. MacDonald told the con- 
ference, “but théy are not like the 
laws of the Medes and the Persians— 
they can be altered.

Finance committee members Thurs-

Preferring a Shorter 
Trump Suit 


| 


Most people who play much Con- 
tract have discovered the fact that 
there,are many hands in which a 4-4 
distribution of the trump suit is much 
more efféctive than to have a much 
longer suit, even of six-card length, 
designated as trump. The reason for 
this is‘apparent as soon as it is stat- 
ed. A long, established side-suit per- 
mits the discard of losers in other 
suits, while no discards can be taken 
on the trump suit. 

Perhaps, because of reading some of 
my articles illustrating this princi- 
ple, two members of my staff, in a Du- 
plicate game recently, reached and 
made a Grand Slam in spades, while 
other players elected to play for a 
Grand Slam in clubs because of the 
honor holding. They found this con- 
tract impossible to make. The holders 
of the North and South hands were 
Miss Marie Brady (North) and Mr. 
William B. Tower Jr. (South). The 
hand was:

1—The hand justifies only a single 
Raise of the club bid. 

2—It is unusual to find a hand which 
justifies a Raise of one of part- 
ner’s suits and a double Raise of 
another, but this hand fully com- 
plies with that requirement. 

3-——North now knows that South holds 
at least four spades, including, 
probably, the Queen; otherwise 
South would not have made a jump 
to game. The four notrump bid is, 
of course, a Forcing bid, as North 
visualizes the strong possibility of 
at least a Small Slam. In any 
event, the contract of five spades, 
which might be undertaken, ap- 
pears entirely safe. 

4—South discloses possession of two 
Aces. 

5—The bid of seven is based upon 
an appreciation of the fact that 
there is no occasion to worry 
about the trump situation and 
South has already shown support 
for clubs. Hence, this strong suit 
in the Declarer’s hand should fur- 
nish discards for losers in hearts 
and diamonds. 
In the play of the hand the ad- 

verse trumps broke 3-2 and the con- 


tract was made without difficulty. It 
is apparent that there is no way in 
which more than 12 tricks can be made 
with clubs as trump, as the Declarer 
is entirely unable to find a place to 
dispose of the losing diamonds in her 
own hand.
